the Welsh Government’s 
final Budget, which was 
laid before the National 
Assembly on Tuesday, 
December 20. 

A WG spokesperson 
said: “The extra £10m 
will be targeted at high 
street ratepayers - 
shops, pubs and cafes - 
including those which 
have seen their rates 
increase significantly as 
a result of the 2017 
revaluation undertaken 
by the independent 
Valuation Office 
Agency.” 

Since the news 
broke, Cowbridge 
traders have been at the 
forefront of opposition, 
and an online petition 
created in Cowbridge 
has attracted national 
support, with people 
signing up from other 
communities that have 
been adversely affected. 

Sally Stephenson, of 
The Pencil Case in 
Eastgate, is co¬ 
ordinating the 
campaign, and she said: 
“I think it is already the 
highest-performing 
petition on the WG 
website, with more than 
900 already signed. 

“On top of that, 
customers of shops in 
Cowbridge have their 
own copies of the 
petition, and hundreds 
more have signed up.” 

On January 18, the 
Cowbridge campaigners 
plan to present their 
petition to The Senedd. 

Vale AM Jane Hutt 
welcomed the plan, 
which was outlined by 
the Cabinet Secretary 
for Finance, Prof Mark 
Drakeford, who said: 
“Some retailers across 
Wales are seeing 
substantial increases in 
their rates. There are 
towns and communities, 
which have been 
disproportionately 
affected. 

“Equally, there are

still struggling. We want 
to be in a position 
where we can offer 
these businesses the 
extra support they need. 

“This targeted relief 
scheme will be in place 
by April 1 next year 
when the revised rates 
come into force. This is 
in addition to our £10m 
transitional relief 
scheme, also available 
from April 1 and the 
£100m tax cut for small 
businesses in Wales 
provided by the small 
business rates relief 
scheme.” 

The effects of this 
revaluation have caused 
a number of arguments, 
particularly over 
whether the Welsh 
government or the UK 
Government has the 
fairer system. 

Businesses with a 
rateable value of less 
than £6,000 pay no rates 
under either system, but 
the Conservatives point 
to UK Government 
plans to move toward 
extending that to 
£ 12 , 000 . 

The WG argues that 
the two countries are 
not comparable. There 
seem to be more small, 
struggling businesses in 
Wales, and the WG 
points out that half of 
all small businesses in 
Wales don’t pay rates at 
all. 

In England, the WG 
argues, only about a 
third of small 
businesses pay no 
business rates. 

One thing that all 
parties agree on is that 
the business rates don’t 
raise extra revenue for 
the Government (apart 
from an inflation 
element). 

The aim is to 
redistribute the burden, 
helping struggling 
businesses and asking 
more successful ones to 


pay more. The problem 
appears to be that the 
definition of successful 
is ‘being able to afford 
higher rents’. 
Affordability is not part 
of the equation. 

The more the WG 
helps businesses paying 
low rents, the higher the 
proportion that is 
demanded from those 
paying higher rents. 

Vale AM Jane Hutt 
has been criticised by a 
number of Cowbridge 
retailers for supporting 


the Welsh Government’s 
policy, which is aimed 
at offering new money, 
rather than 
redistributing the 
business rates. 

The WG has hinted 
at trying something 
completely new, instead 
of business rates - 
perhaps a sales tax - 
something which is 
being looked at in 
Scotland. However, that 
is for the future.

A COWBRIDGE

defibrillator. 

When Gerwyn and 
Eleanor Watkins of 
Llanblethian were 
planning their 

anniversary, they decided 
to ask guests for a 
donation rather than 
presents, and were thus 
able to part fund the 
purchase of the heart¬ 
starting machine. 

The public access 
defibrillator (PAD) has 
been placed on a wall 
outside Southways 
Residential Home (with 
the latter's kind 
permission) and is 
accessible to the public at 
all times. 

A Call Push Rescue 
training kit has also been 
awarded by the British 
Heart Foundation (BHF.) 

Eleanor Watkins told 


The GEM: “We had a 
lovely day at the 
Vineyard in Llanblethian. 
We were able to enjoy a 
party, but help buy the 
defibrillator as well.” 

The Call Push Rescue 
training kit was received 
following their 

successful application for 
a ‘Nation of Lifesavers’ 
community package 
from the BHF. 

The package includes 
everything to learn CPR 
in 30 minutes. 
Cowbridge Community 
First Responders (CFRs) 
plan to organise training 
sessions for the 
community in the near 
future, enabling people to 
become potential 

lifesavers.

A defibrillator is a 


portable device which 
can be used by a member 
of the general public to 
help restart the heart 
when someone has a 
cardiac arrest. 

For every minute that 
passes without 

defibrillation and CPR, 
the chances of survival 
decrease by about 10 per 
cent, so it’s really 
important that people in 
the community know 
both of these vital steps 
to help someone in an 
emergency. 

Over 30,000 cardiac 
arrests happen out of 
hospital in the UK every 
year and currently only 
one in 10 survive. The 
BHF want to create a 
‘Nation of Lifesavers’ in 
a bid to reverse these 
shocking survival rates. 

The charity is 
campaigning for 

defibrillators to be made 
more accessible and 
recognisable to the 
public and want all 
young people to be 
taught CPR and PAD 
awareness at school. 


Since launching the 
campaign in 2014, at 
least 35,000 people have 
joined the Nation of 
Lifesavers by learning 
CPR. 

To date the BHF have 
helped place over 13,000 
defibrillators in 

communities around the 
UK. The BHF asks for a 
contribution of £400 
towards each 

defibrillator as part of the 
Community package.

WINNING THE LOTTERY’ 


A development of 
new homes in the 
rural village of 
Colwinston is 
helping to provide 
much-needed 
accommodation for 
local people. 

Owned by Hafod 
Housing Association, 
the 16 homes are 
helping to meet high 
local demand for 
affordable homes both 
for rent and sale within 
this rural community. 

They are available to 
people who have a local 
connection to the area in 
line with a policy 
developed in 
consultation with Hafod, 
the Vale of Glamorgan 
Council and Colwinston 
Community Council. 
This gives priority to 
those who live work or 
have family locally. 

This has made a huge 
difference to personal 
trainer Emma Murphy 
and her three daughters. 
Previously renting 
privately she had 
experienced 
overcrowding, poor 
standards and had little 
stability due to short¬ 
term contracts. 

High rents also meant 
she couldn’t afford a 
home big enough for her 
family and her 17 and 3 
year old daughters had 
to share a bedroom 
which made studying 
difficult. 


She said: “Finding 
out that we had a new 
home with Hafod was 
like winning the lottery. 
It’s going to make such 
a difference to me and 
my daughters. 

“We now have 
stability and can really 
settle down plus we’re 
still close to family, 
school and work. It’s 
lifted a huge weight off 
my shoulders.” 

Six homes are now 
occupied with a further 
ten due for completion 
next spring including 
three two-bedroom 
homes for low-cost sale. 

Hafod Housing 
Association is based in 
the Vale and currently 
own and manage over 
700 homes in the 
county. 

Alan Morgan, 
managing director said: 
“Hafod enjoys a strong 
relationship with the 
Vale of Glamorgan 
Council.

A WG spokesperson

Pupils’ pledge praised... 

Standing up for 
Welsh people’s 
human rights 


SINCE 1826, our 
community has 
celebrated the 
importance of Iolo 
Morganwg in 
shaping human 
rights in Wales. 

In one of his most 
famous poems, The 
Horrors of War, 
Morganwg wrote “where 
humble benevolence 
glows, the victories of 
peace are eternally 
blessed”. 

We took our local poet 
at his word and began 
our own quest in 
furthering the human 
rights legacy in 
Cowbridge 
Comprehensive School. 

This year, to celebrate 
The UN Day of Human 
Rights on December 10, 
the School Council’s 
team took to the 
classroom to ask more 
than 100 volunteers how 
they will stand up for 
human rights. 

More than 100 year 8 
and 9 pupils responded 
with pledges that they 
hope to use in their lives. 

For example, one 
year-9 pupil wrote that 
they will stand up for 
someone’s human rights 
by campaigning to make 
sure that the school can 
be made more accessible 
for people with 
disabilities so that 
everyone has the same 
opportunities. 

Other excllent 

suggestions have been to 
buy more Fairtrade 
produce when pupils go 
shopping to ensure that 
the people overseas who 
grow and make our food 
are treated fairly and are 
not subject to torture or 
abuse. 

The Human Rights 
Day team were 
particularly impressed 
by the work of year-9 
pupil, Ushenka 

Rajapaske, who pledged 
to raise the “growing 
issue of decreased 
human rights” on the 


Vale Youth Forum. 

“This pledge would 
strengthen the Vale 
Youth Forum’s role in 
standing up for the 
Rights of the Child and 
the Rights of all Welsh 
people to live well, free 
from torture, slavery or 
degrading treatment, and 
to live free from 
discrimination with 
equal opportunities for 
all.” 

As part of the project, 
Hetty Breed and I spoke 
to more than 200 year-8 s 
and 9 s about the 
importance of human 
rights and the fact that 
they are British. 

Only last year, we 
celebrated 800 years 
sincethe Magna Carta 
was written and the 70th 
year since the end of the 
Holocaust, which 

prompted the creation of 
the Declaration of 
Human Rights, securing 
30 fundamental 

freedoms that ensure that 
everyone in the 
community can live 
fairly, safely and freely. 

Hetty, a member of 
the Human Rights Day 
team, said: “Human 
Rights Day is a great 
opportunity which 
allows us to spread the 
human rights message so 
they are preserved and 
protected for everyone”. 

The team relies on 
volunteers to carry their 
pledges forward to make 
sure that the message is 
spread across the 
community, not just 
through word-of-mouth, 
but on social media and 
by putting their pledges 
into practice.

‘Beware rogue 
traders’ — 
POLICE WARN 


POLICE in 
Penarth are 
warning the public 
to be on their 
guard, following 
reports of rogue 
traders operating 
in the area. 

They are 

investigating a number 
of incidents in the town, 
including one in which 
an 83-year-old was 
tricked in to handing 
over £600 to two bogus 
workmen who claimed 
they would fix her 
chimney. 

During the incident 
on December 12, the 
men, aged around 30 
and 50 respectively, 
visited an address on 
Plymouth Road and 
claimed to be with 
legitimate tradesmen 
who were working 
nearby. 

The men, who both 
had Irish accents, said 
they would return with 
material to carry out the 
work but left in a white 
van and never returned. 

Three days earlier, on 
December 5, a 90-year- 
old woman was also 
targeted at her home on 
Hazel Road by a lone 
man using a similar 
story. 

On this occasion, no 
money was handed over, 
but the woman, who has 
been targeted by rogue 


traders in the past, was 
left feeling vulnerable 
and frightened. 

The man in the 
incident was described 
as being tidily dressed 
with dark hair and 
nicely spoken with no 
noticeable accent. A 
small white van was 
also parked nearby. 

Officers are also 
investigating a burglary 
which took place 
sometime between 
10.30am and 2.45pm at 
a property on St David’s 
Crescent. 

Thieves gained entry 
to the house via a rear 
door and helped 
themselves to a quantity 
of cash. 

Inspector Gary Smart 
said: “While we don’t 
want to alarm residents 
in Penarth, we would 
like to remind people to 
be on their guard and to 
make sure their property 
is kept secure. 

“I’d like to remind 
them that they have the 
right to ask these people 
to leave their property, 
and if they feel 
threatened or pressured, 
they should report them 
to the police via 101 or 
999.”

RESIDENTS 
have contacted 
The GEM 

claiming unjust 
parking fines have 
been issued at 
Barry Hospital. 

A new system is in 
operation in which 
drivers visiting the 
hospital are meant to 
punch in their car 
registration number at 
the reception. 

The health board says 
the new system is to put 
patients and genuine 
visitors first. 

The new system is 
operated by a company 
called Parking Eye. 
People are in danger of 
being fined if they fail to 
log in their registration 
number. 

A camera records 
people driving in and out 
of the car park. 

Mr Ernest Roach took 
his wife for an 
appointment at the 
hospital and ended up 
paying a £40 fine when 
he had only been in the 
hospital for just over half 
and hour. 

He said he didn’t enter 
his registration number 
because he thought 
people were only charged 
if they stayed longer than 
four hours. 


“On Tuesday, 

December 6, I arrived at 
the hospital and was 
unable to use the 
disabled parking area so I 
had to use the main car 
park. 

“I thought parking was 
free for four hours. We 
were there for just 42 
minutes - the camera 
records you going in and 
out of the car park - and 
I got a fine of £70. If you 
pay it quickly, it is 
reduced so I sent a 
cheque for £40, but I am 
appealing. 

“The fine was sent by 
Parking Eye in Chorley.” 

Retired consultant Dr 
Cath Staff contacted The 
GEM to emphasise that 
many of those attending 
the hospital were elderly 
and people with chronic 
conditions who are used 
to parking their car and 
walking straight into the 
hospital. 

One of her neighbours 
received a letter 
informing him he was 
being fined. 

“They (the letters) are 
aggressive and targeting 
groups of people who are 
elderly and vulnerable.” 

Dr Staff said she 
understood from a 
member of staff at the 
hospital that when the 
new system was 
introduced notices were

small, but new, larger 
ones have now been 
erected. 

She plans to write to 
Cardiff and Vale Health 
Board and would like 
local GP surgeries to 
warn people that if they 
go up to Barry Hospital 
for an appointment there 
is a new parking system 
in operation. 

Mrs Rosemary 

Stephenson told The 
GEM that she was 
“incensed” when friends 
of hers who were 
pensioners had been 
fined. 

She takes her husband 
to the hospital for blood 
tests because he is 
diabetic. 

“One of my friends 
put her number in and 
was still reported, so 
maybe there is an ‘enter’ 
button people are not 
aware of. How can an 
elderly person pay a £70 
fine when they are on a 
state pension?” 

The GEM approached 
the health board and put 
patients’ concerns to it. 

Geoff Walsh, director 
of capital estates and 
planning for Cardiff and 
Vale University Health 
Board, explained the new 
system was designed to 
help genuine visitors. 

“These measures have 
been introduced so that 
those who need to visit 
the hospital can do so 
easily and those using it 
inappropriately as a car 
park for shopping in 
town are discouraged 
from such behaviour. It is 
very much about putting 
patients and visitors first. 

“We have been 
listening to patients, 
visitors and staff and 
taking action in response 
to their feedback such as 
improving the signage. 

“If anyone feels they 
have been issued with a 
penalty charge notice 
inappropriately then we 
ask them to lodge an 
appeal as outlined on the 
notice.” 

Visitors should be 
aware that parking is 
free, but all vehicles are 
required to be registered 
when on site. Failure will 
result in a ‘penalty 
charge notice’ being 
triggered.

Council orders road 
clear-up in Boverton 


THE Vale Council has taken 
action after receiving 
complaints about the state of 
the road leading to the 
housing development site at 
Redwood Close in Boverton. 

Coun Gwyn John, cabinet member 
for visible, leisure and regulatory 
services in the Vale, said: “After 
local residents raised the issue, 
council officers visited the site to 
inspect the road leading to the 
development and the surrounding 
area. 

“They found the grass verge 
damaged and a thin coating of mud 
on the road. 

“The developers were ordered to 
arrange cleaning of the road as soon 
as possible and this was done the 
following day. All damage to the 
verge will be repaired when the 
required improvements to the road 
are done at the end of the contract. 

“To prevent any further disruption 
to residents the site will close 
throughout the Christmas period. Our 
officers will be monitoring the 


situation in Boverton closely when 
work begins again in the New Year.” 

The housing development is being 
delivered by the Wales & West 
Housing Association, which is 
working in partnership with the 
council to provide much needed 
affordable homes at its development 
in Redwood Close. 

Once the scheme is completed 12 
new affordable homes will be 
available to rent. These will be 
allocated under a local lettings 
policy, which has been agreed by the 
council and Llantwit Town Council. 

The policy will give people with a 
local connection to the area an 
opportunity to live in quality 
accommodation with an affordable 
rent. 

Additionally the site will have two 
bungalows which have had life 
enhancing adaptations, specifically 
tailored to the needs of local 
residents. 

All construction work, including 
highway resurfacing, is due to be 
completed by the end of February.

VALE MP’s VIEWPOINT 

‘The rates relief u-turn 
is not enough to 
protect High Streets’ 


A T the weekend, the 
Welsh Government 
responded to 
concerns about business 
rate hikes with an 
announcement of an 
additional £10 million to 
help small firms cope 
with the transition to 
higher rates. 

This is a u-turn for Welsh 
Government ministers, who had 
previously defended its existing 
transitional relief scheme as 
sufficient. 

I welcome this concession, 
which would not have occurred 
without the strong campaign led 
by Sally Stephenson of the 
Pencil Case stationery shop in 
Cowbridge, but it is not enough 
to protect our High Streets into 
the future. 

Many business owners in 
towns such as Cowbridge have 
seen huge increases to the 
rateable values of their 
premises, meaning that they will 
pay thousands of pounds more 
in business rates than they do 
now. Many small businesses 
will see their rates double, triple 
or quadruple next year. 

A women’s boutique on 
Eastgate in Cowbridge, is 
currently paying £1,546 per 
year in rates, but will be liable 
for £5,260 per year from April

next year. If the shop were 
based in England, it would pay 
no business rates at all after 
April. 

The Welsh Government’s 
refusal to implement anything 
similar to the more generous 
UK Government small business 
rate relief scheme in Wales 
means that many firms on this 
side of the Severn will operate 
at a great disadvantage from 
next year onwards. 


Increased transitional rate 
relief as announced by the 
Welsh Government on the 
weekend is welcome, but its 
purpose is only to ‘smooth the 
transition’ to higher rates. It 
will not provide greater relief on 
a long-term basis. 

As Mark Drakeford, the 
Welsh Government Finance 
Minister, has said: “It is to 
allow those businesses a 
breathing space to get 
themselves into a position 
where they can manage these 
bills for the future.” 

There will be many small, 
characterful shops on our High 
Street, for whom this 
transitional funding will only 
delay their inevitable closure in 
the face of higher rates. A 
change in the threshold for 
small business rate relief is 
needed. I would like to see all 
businesses with a rateable value 
under £12,000 get 100 per cent 
relief with a tapered rate for 
those under £18,000. 

It has been a great pleasure to 
work with small business people 
and Welsh Conservative 
Assembly colleagues to push for 
a policy change from the Welsh 
Government. I am glad we 
have made progress, but there is 
more to do if we are to secure 
the future of Wales’ most 
special High Streets.

cent increase in 
alcohol-related 
incidents across the 
UK rail network in 
December, 
compared to the 
beginning of the 
year. 

As a result Network 
Rail, British Transport 
Police and RSSB have 
joined forces to urge 
partygoers to take extra 
care when travelling on 


or around the railway. 

Stewart Mcllroy, the 
community safety 
manager at Network Rail 
Wales, said: “The 
majority will have a few 
drinks over the festive 
season and we do not 
want anyone’s festive 
spirit being ruined by an 
incident that could have 
been prevented. The 
railway can be a 
dangerous place and 
people can take 
unnecessary risks. 

Taking risks at level 
crossings, using the 
track as a shortcut or 
running across the 
platform onto trains, 
could result in serious 
life threatening injuries 
or worse. We are asking 
passengers and those 
that live near the railway 


to keep a clear head and 
enjoy a safe festive 
season.” 

Data collected by the 
Rail Safety Standards 
Board (RSSB) over the 
last 10 years also shows 
that on average, in the 
UK, there are more 
incidents reported 
involving intoxication in 


pubs and clubs it is 
important that people 
take extra care and 
remain aware of their 
surroundings. 

Passengers should 
also be careful when 
around the platform edge 
after having a drink, 
with 25 people killed in 
the UK due to alcohol

month. 

There are over 1,000 
level crossings in Wales 
and Network Rail is 
issuing a warning to 
those who live near or 
may be out near these 
level crossings.

years. Officers from 
British Transport Police 
are stepping up patrols at 
stations across Wales. 

There will be 
increased high-visibility 
patrols, particularly 
during weekends and 
enhanced presence on 
the barriers at the busiest 
stations, including in this 
region, with support 
from Arriva Trains 
Wales barrier staff until 
late. 

Anyone who is 
considered too drunk to 
travel will be refused 
access to a station. 

Chief Inspector Mark 
Clelandfrom British 
Transport Police Wales 
said: “Our priority is to 
make sure everyone gets 
to their destination 
safely and securely. You 
can expect to see our 
officers out on the 
network helping people 
to enjoy the festivities 
safely and encouraging 
them to think about how 
alcohol can affect the 
way they behave and the 
effect this has on other 
passengers. 

“We are asking you to 
keep a clear head. Think 
about what you would 
do and how you would 
behave if you were 
sober. There is no excuse 
for spoiling other 
people’s journeys or 
behaving any differently 
because you’ve drunk 
alcohol. We want you to 
have fun but it’s more 
important to get where 
you ’re going safely. ”

Suspended sentence for man 
who breached animal banning 
order in Bridgend and the Vale 


A LOCAL Welsh 
cob dealer who 
breached an order 
banning him from 
owning horses, has 
again been brought 
before the courts. 

Thomas Tony Price 
was arrested on August 
16, 2016, as part of 
Operation Violet Vulcan, 
after a multi-agency 
investigation found he 
had breached an Animal 
Disqualification Order 
(ADO) imposed in 2013, 
which banned him from 
having any involvement 
in the ownership or 
possession of horses for 
five years. 

The order had been 
imposed alongside an 
eight-month prison 
sentence in 2013, and an 
order to pay almost 
£44,500 in costs, for 57 
animal welfare offence 
and seven breaches of an 
antisocial behaviour. 

Following his most 
recent arrest, a total of 70 
horses were seized by 
Shared Regulatory 
Services during the 
operation. 

Investigating officers 
found that, despite the 
disqualification imposed 
on him, 52-year-old Price 
continued to deal with 
horses on at least 11 
separate occasions. 


At Cardiff 

Magistrates’ Court, Price 
pleaded guilty to 
breaching the ADO and 
was sentenced to eight 
weeks in prison, 
suspended for two years. 
The court also issued an 
injunction to protect a 
family in a neighbouring 
farm who had fallen 
victim to Price’s action. 

On the back of the 
conviction, South Wales 
Police were successful in 
applying to the courts for 
a Criminal Behaviour 
Order (CBO). 

Under the conditions 
of the order, Price will be 
prohibited from: 

• Remaining on 
private land in the Vale 
and the borough of 
Bridgend, after having 
been refused permission 
by the land owner or 
occupier. 

• Driving or being a 
passenger in any vehicle 
towing or transporting 
horses, until expiry of the 
Disqualification Order 
imposed on July 5, 2013. 

• Participating in or 
assisting with the herding 
or removal of horses 
from public or private 
land, until expiry of the 
Disqualification Order. 

• Without reasonable 
excuse, being within 50 
metres of horses being 
herded or removed to, or 
from public or private 


land, save for the 

defendant’s own land 
until expiry of the 

Disqualification Order. 

Inspector Gary Smart 
said: “This was a 

complex and lengthy 
investigation, which 
involved a number of 
partner agencies 

including the Vale 
Council and the RSPCA. 

“Our investigation 
proved that Thomas Price 
had persisted in ‘fly 

grazing’ in various 
locations throughout the 
Vale and Bridgend, 
without permission of the 
landowners and despite 
the ADO imposed him. 

“Both those dealing 
with Mr Price, and the 
numerous horses in his 
possession needed 
protection from this man, 
which is why we were 
pleased our application 
for a CBO was successful 

“We will continue to 
monitor Mr Price’s 
activity while he is 
subject to these orders, 
and will take further 
action should he be found 
not to be complying with 
the conditions. 

“We would urge the 
public to let us know via 
101 if they suspect this 
man is breaching any of 
the conditions imposed 
on him.” 

Mark Goulding, 
investigating and wildlife 


crime officer, said: 
“During the 

investigation, evidencing 
the breaches of this 
particular legislation was 
a challenge, and 
demanded support from 
our partner agencies and 
the wider community. 
We would like to thank 
everybody involved.”

Burglary search warrant uncovers 
cross-county cannabis operation 


POLICE 
investigating a 
potential burglary 
uncovered a 
cannabis set-up 
operation 
spanning Barry, 
Dinas Powys and 
Aberdare. 

After responding to 
concerns about a 
property in Barry on 
November 27 officers 
from Barry’s policing 
priority team discovered 
a large amount of 
cannabis and documents 
linking two people to 
another address in 
Aberdare. 

Acting on the 

intelligence found, a 
search warrant was 

subsequently executed at 
in Aberdare, where a 
large growing tent 

containing 32 cannabis 
plants and associated 
hydroponic equipment 


was discovered in one of 
the bedrooms. The plants 
- which have an 
estimated value of up to 
£35,000 - were seized 
along with other 
evidence and 

documentation further 
linking the existing two 
suspects to the crime. 

A second warrant was 
then executed that day 
under the Misuse of 
Drugs Act at an address 
in Dinas Powys. 

A 26-year-old man 
was arrested on suspicion 
of money laundering and 
the production of 
cannabis, after officers 
seized more cannabis, 
mobile phones and 
around £18,000 in cash. 

Christmas presents, a 
BMW and three 

motorcycles were also 
seized under the 

Proceeds of Crime Act. 

A 28-year-old man 
from Barry was also 
arrested for the same 


matters on December 11. 

Both men have been 
bailed until March, 
pending further 

enquiries. 

Detective Sergeant 
Julian Kerslake said: 
“Cases such as this 
demonstrate how 

important information 
from the public can be. 

“Thanks to the initial 
report by a concerned 
member of the public, 


our officers discovered 
evidence of drug use 
which they were able to 
link to a much larger 
operation. 

“The cannabis being 
grown at the addresses 
was most likely destined 
for the streets of south 
Wales, and the 
committed work by our 
officers, along with the 
support of the public, has 
prevented this from 


happening. 

“We would urge 
anyone with any 
information relating to 
illegal drug activity to 
report it to us because we 
do act upon it 
intelligence from the 
public.”

but the likes of Diego 
Luna, Riz Ahmed and 
Wen Jiang all get a 
grace moment that 
connects. 

Alan Tudyk’s 
motion-capture 
performance as robot K- 
2SO is well done, his 
pithy droid a droll 
character that provides 
some moments of comic 
relief, but Ben 
Mendelsohn’s villainous 
Krennic has untapped 
potential, his backstory 
and desire to establish 
himself in the upper 
echelons of the Empire 
not fully explored, and 
Mendelsohn doesn’t 
manage to get past this 
with his slightly bland 
turn. 

Director Gareth 
Edwards treads a fine 
line between nostalgia 
and pushing and pulling 
the tenets of the 
franchise into new 
directions; there are 
some nice touches that 
revisit the old films 
(and the occasionally 
poorly-rendered CGI 
depictions of classic 
characters) but it's clear 
that Edwards, while 
nailing the tone of the 


original trilogy, is also 
willing and able to push 
things forward. 

Among the callbacks 
to the original trilogy is 
the presence of one Sith 
lord with a penchant for 
black; sparingly, but 
powerfully, used, his 
appearances are thrilling 
and excellently staged, 
gloriously executed and 
undeniably 
breathtaking. 

The climactic battle, 
raging across space and 
a planet of blue skies 
and even bluer seas, 
really ramps up the 
action quotient and sees 
some of the most 
thrilling set-pieces 
staged in any of the Star 
Wars films. 

The ability to deliver 
spectacle, but weigh it 
down with narrative and 
emotion, is deftly done 
by the director, who 
shows a real confidence 
and assuredness in his 
work. 

As thrilling a film as 
it is, it certainly is not a 
flawless piece of work; 
the opening half-hour or 
so feels clunky and 
heavy on exposition 
(partly the reason why 


the second half of the 
film flies by with such 
ease), with a sub-plot 
involving a militant 
rebel played by Forest 
Whitaker feeling a tad 
superfluous and easily 
excised. 

That this character 
already exists in the 
universe (having been a 
part of animated series 
The Clone Wars) leaves 
you with the feeling 
he’s there as a bridge 
into the unknown, 
rather than an integral 
part of proceedings. 

Also, the script 
doesn’t really gel the 
band of rebels together 
in a way that makes you 
feel they’re a united 
team. There’s no real 
friction but no real unity 
either, they feel thrown 
together and the 
emotional pay-off at the 
climax, while 
connecting, doesn’t 
quite feel deserved. 

However, what is 
undeniable is that 
Rogue One has that Star 
Wars magic, that 
captivating mix of 
spectacle and adventure 
that is a heady 
concoction, and by the 


time the credits roll 
(with the film neatly 
and cleverly segueing 
into Episode IV) you’ll 
feel that the Force is 
strong with this one. 

VERDICT: A Rogue 
One in name only, this 
first ‘stand-alone’ Star 
Wars film has the magic 
and spectacle of the 
franchise, but takes it to 
places that allow it to 
breathe and stand on its 
own two feet. A slightly 
unsteady opening aside, 
Gareth Edwards directs 
with confidence, 
building the scale, and 
with some lovely turns, 
this is up there with the 
best films in the 
franchise. Highly 
recommended.

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Dinas Powys 
traders are 
angry after 
being hit by 
‘waste’ fines 


PENALTIES of 
£2,400 have been 
imposed on six 
shop keepers in 
Dinas Powys 
following a swoop 
by private 
contractors 
working for the 
Vale Council on 
waste collection, 
local Plaid Cymru 
councillors said. 

The fines relate to 
waste disposal items 
such as cardboard boxes 
and plastic wrappings. 

The Vale Council told 
The GEM that officers 
had regular meetings 
with the contractors to 
ensure they were 
operated as instructed. 

Plaid Cymru 
Councillor Chris Franks 
said he was concerned 
as to whether the action 
had been justified. 

He explained: “I have 
been contacted by shop 
keepers located at the 
Parade, Dinas Powys, 
regarding a visit by a 
representative of 3GS. 
He found fault with the 
storage of waste to the 
rear of about six shops 
and imposed penalties 
amounting to £2,400 in 
the space of 30 minutes. 
Each penalty was either 
£300 or £600. 

“I am not satisfied 
that this is an 
appropriate action as in 
many cases it seems that 
bagged waste of 
cardboard was the 
problem. In another case 
a steel waste trolley lid 
was open a faction. The 
waste was not causing 
litter and was properly 
bagged up for disposal. 

“I understand that 
3GS is our newly 
appointed contractor for 
such matters. Plaid 
cannot think of many 
other ways of hitting 
local shops in the run up 
to Christmas.” 

REGULATIONS 

Local MP Alun 
Cairns urged people 
running small 
businesses in the Vale to 
secure their commercial 
waste in the light of 
recent fines. 

He was contacted by 
Janice Mapstone, of 
Valley View Fruit Store 
in Castle Drive 
shopping parade in 
Dinas Powys who is 
subject to a £300 


penalty charge notice. 

Mrs Mapstone told 
him that an enforcement 
officer acting for the 
council entered her store 
on Friday and issued the 
fine for a breach of 
regulations concerning 
commercial waste. 

She told the MP: “I 
employ a youngster to 
break down all of my 
cardboard packaging 
before it is sent back to 
the cash and carry 
depot. It is kept on 
private property, in my 
shop’s rear yard, but 
because the entrance to 
the yard is unsecured I 
have been issued with 
this fine. 

“Another shop on the 
parade was issued with 
a fine for having just 
one black bag in the 
wrong place. I am 
appalled.” 

Mr Caims is 
concerned that the 
private-sector 
enforcement officers, 
brought in by the Vale 
Council earlier this year, 
may be ‘trigger happy’. 

He said: “I am 
disturbed by reports that 
enforcement officers 
acting for the council 
are entering premises 
indiscriminately and 
handing out eye¬ 
watering fixed penalty 
notices for what appear 
to be very minor 
breaches of commercial 
waste regulations.” 

He has written to the 
council asking for 
clarification on the 
action that was taken. 

Miles Punter, director 
of environment and 
housing, said the 
council worked closely 
with the contractors to 
ensure their duties were 
carried out as agreed. 

“3GS are currently 
working in partnership 
with the council to 
undertake the 
enforcement of 
environmental offences, 
such as dog fouling and 
littering. 

“In addition, 3GS has 
started to enforce the 
‘duty of care’ 
requirements for 
commercial businesses 
within the Vale and last 
week, some specific 
areas of Dinas Powys. 

“Council officers 
meet regularly with 3GS 
to review their work and 
ensure duties are being 
performed as 
instructed.”

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LOOKING BACK AT 
THE 2003 WELSH 
GRAND NATIONAL 


BINDAREE, the 2002 Martel 
Grand National winner, ridden 
by former Welsh point-to- 
point rider Carl Llewellyn 
from Pembrokeshire, was 
successful in this year's 
renewal, writes BRIAN LEE. 

Heavy rain throughout the race 
made things difficult for the 14 horses 
and riders who had faced the starter. 
Even so all 14 were in touch at 
halfway with Bindaree leading the 
field. 

Six fences from home Sir 
Rembrant, partnered by Andrew 
Thornton, moved up to challenge but a 
mistake at the next obstacle didn't do 
him any favours. Five fences from the 
finish Hedgehunter,Take The Stand, 
King Mistral and Akarus were all in 
with some sort of a chance. 

However, when Kings Mistral and 
Akarus both fell at the fourth last fence 


the race developed into a dual between 
Bindaree and Sir Rembrandt, and in an 
exciting finish Bindaree won by just 
half-a-length. 

Winning trainer Nigel Twiston- 
Davies who hails from Crickhowell 
said: “It is great to win this race 
because Carl and I are both Welsh.” 

And in winning this year's race, 
Carl Llewellyn had become the first 
Welshman to be successful since Dick 
Francis, also from Pembrokeshire, had 
won on Crudwell in 1956. 

While Bindaree emulated his 
former stable-mate Earth Summit by 
completing the Aintree Grand national 
and Welsh Grand National double.

Tales of 
the Racing 
Rogues! 



Racing Rogues 
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Brian lit-: 


GEM columnist 
Brian Lee’s new 
book Racing Rogues 
The Scams, 
Scandals and 

Gambles of Horse 
Racing in Wales 
(published by St 
David's Press at 
£13.99) contains a 
number of stories 
which originate in 
the Vale. 

For instance, there is 
the story of how 
Llancarfan trainer Evan 
Williams helped his 
neighbour Jane Mathias 
pull off a nice little 
betting coup when her 
horse Lesdream won at 
Stratford, after being 
backed from 20-1 to 8-1. 

There is also the 
astounding story of Am I 
Blue's controversial win 
at Hereford. Am I Blue 
was trained by leading 
Arabian horse trainer 
Delyth Thomas at 
Aberkenfig and as one 
racing reporter put it: 
“There was outrage in 
some quarters, 

amusement in others.” 

Some Glamorgan 
GEM readers will recall 
what was described as ‘A 
Monster Gamble’ at the 
Ystrad Taf Fechan Hunt 
Steeplechases at 

Y stradowen in 2002 
when Nearly Noble 
bolted home in the open 
maiden race after being 
backed from 16-1 to off 
the boards. 

Also included is the 
sad tale of a number of 
people living in the Vale 
who were robbed of 
many thousands of 
pounds by a woman who 
was described as ‘a 
deluded, manipulative 
and thoroughly evil 
woman’ who had shown 
no remorse. 

Judge Graham Cottle 
said: “To call her a 
confidence trickster was 
far too generous a 
description, and went on 
to say “You befriended 
and targeted vulnerable 
people in a thoroughly 
cold and calculating 
fashion and plundered 
their life savings. You 
have left a trail of 
financial devastation for 
your victims.” 

Some of the stories 
should bring a chuckle 
or two: one example 
being of the Cefn Cribwr 
farmer who was fined 
£100 by the Jockey Club 
for rubbing a dab of Vick 


on his horse’s nose. 

Another funny story 
being about the time 
owners at a flapping 
(unlicensed) meeting got 
together to fix a three 
horse race so that the 10- 
1 outsider would win. 

However, the 

bookmakers smelled a rat 
and as the horses were 
going down to the start 
the bookies were 
screaming and shouting, 
“No race! No race!” - 
but all to no avail. 

There’s also the story 
about a point-to-pointer 
which was qualified with 
the Glamorgan Hunt and 
which won their 
members’ race and 
several other races 
besides under the name 
of Up The Spout. 

In reality Up The 
Spout was another horse 
called John French which 
had run under Jockey 
Club rules on the flat. 

One of the biggest 
gambling coups that has 
ever been pulled off at a 
point-to-point was when 
a horse called Dead Or 
Alive, trained by Abbi 
Vaughan, wife of 
Aberthin National Hunt 
trainer Tim Vaughan, and 
ridden by Cowbridge's 
Dean Coleman, won at 
the Flint and Denbigh 
meeting at Bangor-on- 
Dee in March 2009; the 
full story is told here for 
the first time. 

Other stories include 
the elaborate switching 
of horses and the cutting 
of the telegraph wires at 
Bath races in 1953, 
which saw well-known 
Cardiff bookmaker 
Gomer Charles jailed for 
two years for fraud after 
his syndicate placed 
£100k worth of bets on a 
ringer racehorse. 

Also the Oyster Maid 
affair, when a great 
gambling coup 

engineered at Tenby 
races in 1927 nearly put 
paid to horse racing in 
Wales; and was said by 
the Queen Mother’s 
jockey, Dick Francis, to 
have been “...the most 
bitterly resented betting 
coup that National Hunt 
racing has ever known.” 

With a foreword by 
author Robert King and 
an interesting 

introduction by former 
Western Mail racing 
editor Brian Radford, 
this well-illustrated book 
will not only appeal to 
horse racing fans but 
also to readers of true 
crime. 
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Cowbridge RFC earns
